The Director of the Mint, Mrs, Mary Brooks, has announced that the proof and 
uncirculated specimans of the Bicentennial Coins (Quarter, Half and Dollar) 
will be available for order beginning November 15, The order period will run 
through January 31, 1975, however mint capacity will limit the availability 
to approximately 4 million sets at the onset, And 15 million could be made 
available if demand warrants it, but they would be produced at a later date, 
The proof and uncirulated sets to be distributed will be of 40% silver com- 
position and will be in addition to the specimans of bicentennial coins sold 
in the regular proof and uncirculated sets for 1975. The 40% specimans of 
signs and uncirculated Quarters, Halves and Dollars will sell for $15,00/set 
n proof and $9,00/set in uncirculated, The regular issue of proof and uncir 
culated sets dated for 1975 is expected to be sold for $7.00 in proof and 


$6,00 in uncirculated, Order dates will announced later,
